A WARNING TO LIBRARIANS. 
By Frederick W. Faxon. 


Beware of a man who has been going about 
penne as a librarian, or an intimate friend of 
ibrarians you know, or the nephew of some editor. 
He is a plausible talker and seems to have an 
intimate knowledge of the library work and of 
many librarians. He has secured ‘‘loans” from 
many, of from $2.00 to $20.00, ‘‘in order to get to 
the next city, where his money would be await- 
ing him,” or because his ‘“‘check came unsigned 
and he could not cash it.’ 

Beware (unless you know thoroughly the peri- 
odical field) the dealers who offer to fill up the 
gaps in your sets and who send you part of the 
order and forget(?) the rest after ‘you have paid them 
for the parts they have sent. They have supplied 
ou for 50c the cheap and common volumes. 

hey have promised the others at 50c, but cannot 
find them at any such price. They do not 
know, let us assume, but if you hold up the 
bills they will be quick to learn. 

Remember that a big gap is easier to fill than 
two little ones, and less expensive in the end. 

Beware of the foreign reviews, such as ‘‘West- 
minster Review,” ‘‘Quarterly Review,” ‘‘Edin- 
burgh Review,” which are often offered for sale 
by ignorant or unscrupulous dealers in the Ameri- 


can reprint edition without mentioning that 
crucial fact. Before 1888 the New York editions 
of several English reviews were so condensed as 
to render the pagination entirely different from 
that of the original. In some cases an American 
volume number was given. ‘‘Poole’s Index,” 
through which practically the entire reference 
use of those sets comes, gives the paging of the 
original edition, and the voluming o the original. 
Hence it is very hard to use the reprint with 
Poole’s Index. 

When you see a catalogue offering these reviews 
very cheap, watch for the “N. Y.” imprint. If 
no place is given and the volumes are said to be 
bound ‘“‘two in one” that is a sure sign of the 
“reprint.” Don’t spend money to bind these 
even if they are donated! 

These warnings I give as a result of my observa- 
tions on a recent extended trip among libraries. 
It seems to me due to the profession to bring this 
matter of how to fill gaps in periodical sets and 
how not to do it, to your serious attention. Don’t 
buy a part of what you need without reliable in- 
formation as to the possibility and expense of 
getting the rest.
